2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a liquid hand 
soap composition comprising an encapsulated material within a non-aqueous carrier capsule, wherein the encapsulated material 
comprising a dye, a fragrance, a base or acid, ruptures after a duration of time exposure to water resulting in three or more phase 
color change. 

The prior art of record teach encapsulated vehicle systems for use in cosmetic compositions for imparting dye, fragrance, acid or 
base to hair. However, the prior art does not specifically teach three or more phase color change. None of the prior art of record 
teach a soap composition comprising encapsulated dyes that rupture after a duration of time exposure to water resulting in three or 
more phase color changes. 

Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
